39 die in Hong Kong high-rise blaze; 81 injured

HONG KONG — Flames hot 
enough to melt steel roared through a 
downtown high-rise, trapping people 
behind sealed windows, igniting the 
clothes on some victims’ backs and 
forcing others to signal for help 
through tiny ventilation shafts. 
Thirty-nine people were killed. 

At least 81 others were injured in 
the blaze, which began Wednesday 
and burned for 21 hours before fire- 
fighters brought it under control 
Thursday. It was the British colony’s 
worst fire in 39 years. 

Firefighters found dozens of bodies 
Thursday and searched for more vic- 
tims. Most of the dead were on the 
gutted 13th to 15th floors of the 
building, located in a popular tourist 
district. One firefighter was killed 
after falling into an elevator shaft. 

Government-owned Radio Hong 
Kong said 22 employees of a gold- 
smith shop were believed to be 
among the victims.. 

“We tried to smash the windows to 
call for help, but the glass was too 
thick,” Tse Yuk-ling, a 28-year-old 
paging company operator, said from 
her hospital bed. “Half of us began to 
feel faint and lay down on the floor. I 
kept telling myself — I must stay 
alive.” i 

At the height of the fire, flames

leapt from windows on the top three 
or four floors, and the whole build- 
ing was engulfed in heavy smoke. 
Steel window frames on the top 
floors were bent by the intense heat. 
Some people inside waved pieces of 
cloth through ventilation shafts, try- 
ing to alert rescuers. 

Two government helicopters cir- 
cled the densely packed buildings 
and plucked people to safety. 

Elevator renovation was going on, 
and the fire was suspected to have 
been caused by welding sparks that 
ignited combustible material at the 
bottom of a shaft, Peter Cheung, 
director of Hong Kong’s fire depart- 
ment, said at a news conference 
Thursday. 

The fire spread from the basement 
directly to the 13th and 14th floors 
through the elevator shaft, he said. 

For security reasons, the 21-year- 
old building, in a shopping district 
on the Kowloon Peninsula, had 
sealed windows both at the front and 
the rear. Consequently, the fire and 
smoke couldn’t escape, and the heat 
surged through the two staircases 
where rescue operations were taking 
place, Cheung said. 

When the fire broke out, people 
were preparing to go home. They

=:~The scheme was hatched last year by thieves who stole hundreds of credit 
‘cards, sometimes by rerouting mail with forged change-of-address requests, 
authorities said. The Social Security numbers of people named on the cards 
‘apparently were obtained from credit reports or other records. 

The thieves allegedly baited 10 Social Security employees, whom they knew 
‘socially, with payoffs of $10 to $75, and even cheap jewelry. In exchange, the 
‘employees plugged Social Security numbers into a government computer to 
«retrieve birth dates and mothers’ maiden names.

Only 17 percent 
of the people polled felt that Clinton 
would keep his promises, and only 
one in every four Utahns felt 
President Clinton shared their values. 

“Of the 54 percent of Utah voters 
who voted for Dole, 49 percent of 
them said they were actually voting 
against the other candidates,” Blake 
said. 

Blake said character played a very 
important role in voters’ minds this 
year, especially in the high Latter-day 
Saint population of Utah. 

Of Utah voters who labeled them- 
selves very active LDS, only 3 per- 
cent believed that Clinton was honest 
and truthful, compared to 19 percent 
of non-LDS voters. In the final 
results, 72 percent of very active LDS 
voters voted for Bob Dole, and 61 
percent of non-LDS voters voted for 
Clinton. 

“Why did Clinton win re-election 
nationwide? According to the New 
York Times, more than half of voters 
said issues mattered more than a can- 
didate’s character,” Blake said. 
“People were more concerned about 
the economy and their jobs than they 
were about Clinton’s character. Here 
in Utah, character is still an important 
issue, which may be why the state’s 
electoral votes went to Dole.”

« WASHINGTON — Lease a car for 
just a penny down? Nice, but don’t 
count on it, the government said 
Thursday in announcing that five 
major automakers have agreed to stop 
burying important leasing costs in the 
fine print at the bottom of their adver- 
tisements. 

From now on, details of those costs 
— uch as taxes, title and registration 
fees — must be displayed as boldly as 
the print that blares “Zero Down,” 
said Federal Trade Commission chair- 
man Robert Pitofsky. 
~“These disclosures are important 
and add hundreds and thousands of 
dollars to the cost,’ he said at a news 
conference. “The problem is they are 
not readable and they are not under- 
standable.” 

The agreements with the FTC 
require General Motors Corp. and the 
U.S. subsidiaries of Honda, Isuzu, 
‘Mazda and Mitsubishi to include clear 
‘and understandable cost information 
in their nationwide advertising. 

» One-third of all new cars in this 
‘country are leased. That figure is 
“expected to grow to half of all cars by 
‘the turn of the century, said Mary 
‘Ponder of the Consumer Federation of 
-America. 

- Leasing is an appealing alternative 
‘among shoppers who can’t afford to 
‘buy a new car, the average price of 
‘which has climbed to $21,600, said 
‘the National Automobile Dealers 
‘Association. Monthly payments for a 
new car can be up to 50 percent high- 
‘er than the monthly cost of a leased 
‘vehicle.

New Jersey accountant Ira Stein said 
he has leased his cars for the past 15 
years and enjoys the convenience it 
provides. 

“T like to get a new car every three 
years, and I don’t like to go to the 
mechanic,” he said from his home’ in 
Scotch Plains. “You just change the 
oil and turn the car in every three 
years. 

“TI know it costs me more than if I 
went out and bought a car but I’m 
willing to pay the premium,” he 
added. “My wife does the same 
thing.” 

In September, the Federal Reserve 
Board approved new rules to reduce 
confusion over car leasing contracts 
by requiring dealers to give con- 
sumers a single page explaining the 
agreement’s key elements. That would 
include the base price of the car, the 
monthly payment and how it was cal- 
culated, and possible penalties for 
ending the lease early. 

The requirement takes effect in 
October 1997 with the goal of helping 
consumers quickly understand impor- 
tant transaction terms.

Storm robs people of heat, po

SPOKANE, Wash. — A vicious ice 
storm that robbed thousands of people 
of heat was blamed for two more 
deaths and seven cases of carbon 
monoxide poisoning Thursday. 

The man and woman who died in 
the Spokane Valley brought the death 
toll to at least 10 in Washington and 
Oregon from an early-season storm 
that dropped a mixture of snow, rain 
and ice on the region. 

Meanwhile, a rain-weakened section 
of Interstate 5 collapsed Thursday 
morning near Roseburg, Ore., leaving 
a 40-foot-deep sinkhole that swal- 
lowed a tractor-trailer and damaged 
another. 

Both drivers walked away from the 
mangled rigs with minor injuries. 

“Their number wasn’t up,” said 
Roseburg Fire Department division 
Chief Bob Scott. 

The freeway was closed in both 
directions for hours after part of the 
northbound lane collapsed into the 
South Umpqua River. 

Washington Gov. Mike Lowry 
declared a state of emergency in 
Spokane County, while Oregon Gov. 
John Kitzhaber declared emergencies 
in Lane, Douglas and Coos counties. 

In the Spokane and Coeur d’ Alene, 
Idaho, area, 48,000 customers of 
Washington Water Power Co. 
remained without power as sub-freez- 
ing temperatures created life-threaten- 
ing conditions. 

There were 556 people in seven Red 
Cross shelters Wednesday night, said 
Spokane County sheriff’s spokesman 
David Wiyrick. 

A man and woman died in the 
Spokane Valley early Thursday morn- 
ing when a charcoal grill they were 
using to heat their trailer home ignited 
a fire. 

“We think they died of carbon 
monoxide poisoning before the fire 
started,’ said Carl Bold of the 
Spokane Valley Fire District. 

Seven cases of carbon monoxide 
poisoning were reported in Spokane

Schwarzenegger not only battles, toy 
store lines, inflated holiday prices and 
heinous traffic, but he breaks down 
radio station doors, ventures through 
a kiddie playground in the mall and 
gets entangled with a con- 
artist St.Nick (James 
Belushi), all to come home 
empty-handed. In despera- 
tion, he even tries to steal his 
neighbors’ Turbo Man 
doll right from under 
their tree. 

“Jingle All Way” 
uses the same chuckle tactics as 
Schwarzenegger’s other comedy 
attempts. Like “Kindergarten Cop,” 
“Jingle All the Way” has a smattering 
of cute kids saying-cute thinys to a 
big, out-of-place Austrian. 

It was not Schwarzenegger, howev- 
er, that secured the little bits of humor 
in the movie, but in fact it was the 
appendage roles played by Phil 
Hartman and Sinbad. 

Hartman plays Ted Maltin, a single- 
father version of the Eddie Haskill 
archetype. On his front he poses as a 
super-sweet (with a sour aftertaste) 
father and friend. While Langston is 
hunting for a Turbo Man doll on 
Christmas Eve, Maltin kindly keeps 
Liz (Rita Wilson), Langston’s wife 
company: he helps her make 
Christmas cookies, escorts her to the 
Christmas parade and then lays down 
his much unwelcomed gigolo suave. 

Sinbad, “Myron Larabee,” plays a 
neurotic single father and a disgrun- 
tled postal worker, who like Langston 
is on a deadline pursuit for that blast- 
ed doll.

‘First Contact, 
8th Star Trek 
film, enthralls

In an adventure taking the 
Enterprise crew back in time to once 
again save the universe as we know it, 
“Star Trek: First Contact” premieres 
today nationwide. 

In this, the eighth installment of the 
Star Trek film saga, Captain Picard 
and his crew battle the half-organic, 
half-machine Borg who attempts to 
take over Earth and all its people. In 
Borg terms, they attempt to assimilate 


Earth’s population. 

While on a regular patrol mission, 
Picard receives a message from 
Starfleet Headquarters that the Borg 
has entered space, controlled by the 
United Federation of Planets, and 
they are approaching Earth. 

Going against direct orders to stay 
away, Picard takes his crew and his 
new ship — the Enterprise E, the 
sixth starship to bear the name in 
honor of the original ship and crew — 
into battle and leads Starfleet against 
the Borg. When the attack on Earth 
fails, the Borg initiates a plan to go 
back in time to Earth at its most vul- 
nerable time in history — the period 
right after the Third World War. 

The Enterprise follows the Borg 
through its time hole and.arrives at a 
missile complex in Montana on the 
day before Zefram Cochrane, the 
inventor of warp drive, takes his first 
warp flight — the day before, humans 
make contact with people from anoth- 
er world. The Borg is trying,to, stop 
this first contact. 

During the continuing -battle 
between the Borg and the Enterprise 
crew, the Borg assimilates most of the 
Enterprise and try to take, control of 
the ship. 

For the first time, Star Trek watchers 
meet the leader of the Borg, the 
seductive Borg Queen. 

Continuing the trend of making spe- 
cial effects more and more amazing 
and believable, this movie has beauti- 
ful footage that will dazzle the eye of 
moviegoers. 

The opening scene of the movie, 
according to the production notes, is 
“the longest pull-back in science fic- 
tion history.” 

In the scene, the camera starts close 
on Picard’s eye and then gets wider 
and wider to reveal him in the center 
of a huge collection of Borg creatures 
on a Borg ship. The Borg is a matte 
painting, but the pull-back required 
120 feet of camera track and two 
sound stages to house it. 

Johnathon Frakes, who plays 
Commander William Riker, said in 
the production notes, “With over 200 
opticals in the film, including the 
space battles and ‘Borgification’ 
effects, the audience will get what 
they expect in the visual effects 
department.” 

This movie won’t disappoint Star 
Trek fans. Although there is plenty of 
technology to wow viewers familiar 
with Trek tech, the film seems to 
reach a broader audience by dealing 
with human issues.

Throughout the film, Picard, who 
was once made a Borg and then 
escaped their control, struggles with 
intense feelings of revenge and anger. 
He has to decide what action to take 
to destroy the Borg without losing his 
ship and endangering his crew. 

In this film, as in the previous Star 
Trek movie, Data, the android and 
third in command on the Enterprise, 
provides comic relief while trying to 
deal with his emotions and inhuman 
nature. Data deters the Borg’s suc- 
cess, 

Although the Borg Queen tries to 

tempt Data with human flesh, which 
he has always wanted in his quest to 
become more human, he resists her 
temptations. The Borg can’t penetrate 
his machine-like will.

A Titanic force blows into the 
Marriott Center tonight for the BYU 
men’s basketball team. 

The Cal-State Fullerton Titans will 
play the Cougars at.7 p.m. The 
Cougars will look to rebound from 
their 96-84 loss to Marathon 
Tuesday night. 

The battle will be the first regular 
season game for both schools. 
Fullerton, which is the alma mater of 
current Los Angeles Lakers star 
Cedric Ceballos, is coming off of a 
89-72 victory against the Global 
Sports team Nov. 18.

WILMINGTON, Del. — An 18- 
year-old college freshman facing 
charges of murdering his girlfriend’s 
newborn son surrendered Thursday 
while onlookers shouted “Baby 
killer!” and his mother wept.

Peterson, a student at Gettysburg 
College in Pennsylvania, and Amy 
Grossberg, his sweetheart from their 
high school days in New Jersey, could 
be sentenced to death if convicted.

He 
had been born in a room at the motel 
a short time earlier. 

Grossberg, an 18-year-old student at 
the University of Delaware, was 
arrested Monday and was being held 
without bail. 

Peterson and his barene walked two 
blocks to the FBI offices about 9:30 
a.m. Thursday. 

In front of the Family Court build- 
ing, a woman shouted at the family 
“How would you feel if somebody 
dumped your baby into a garbage 
can?” Others yelled “Baby killer!” 
But one woman yelled, “Brian, you’re 
in my prayers.” 

Peterson’s mother, Barbara, cried 
out and buried her face in her son’s 
shoulder. She had her arms wrapped 
around her son and was sobbing when

hearing. The judge ordered him held 
without bail at the Gander Hill Prison. 

Peterson’s only words during the 
five-minute proceeding was to 
respond softly “Yes” to identify him- 
self and to whisper “Thank you” to 
his attorney and touch his sleeve as he 
was led from the courtroom. 

Peterson will be kept in the prison 
infirmary for up to 72 hours while 
standard medical and mental evalua- 
tions are conducted. Prison officials 
will then determine how he will be

Peterson and Grossberg both come 
from wealthy families and were con- 
sidered “good kids” in their affluent 
neighborhoods in northern New 
Jersey, just outside New York. 

Hurley said Peterson’s family con- 
sidered sending the teen-ager overseas 
to avoid prosecution, and that he 
“tried to talk them out of it,” by 
telling them Peterson would have to 
go a hostile country where they 
wouldn’t want him to live.

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U of U president takes 
new position in Houston

HOUSTON — Arthur K. Smith, 
president of the University of Utah, 
was named today as chancellor of the 
University of Houston System and 
president of its flagship university. - 

Smith, 59, is to take over the newly 
created $250,000-a-year position no 
later than next April. 

Smith had been president of. the 
University of Utah for the past five 
years. 

While president, he was under fire 
in Utah for offending certain donors, 
regents and legislators. 

Smith had announced Friday that he 
would accept the job as president and 
chancellor of the University of 
Houston system, providing its regents 
approved his terms of employment. 

About two weeks after a July 17 
closed-door meeting in which Utah 
regents had a “candid discussion” 
with Smith, they wrote a letter criti- 
cizing him for not keeping his pledge 
to improve his relationships with the 
Legislature, its fiscal analysts, some 
major donors, the regents and the 
commissioner of higher education. 

“We have received recent informa- 
tion that would lead us to question 
your sincerity and commitment” to 
improving the relationships, said the 
letter signed by regents Kenneth

“When the kids come out of the the- 
ater and ask for a puppy, buy the 
stuffed variety,” said Julie Lux, 
spokeswoman for the Dalmatian Club 
of America. “A dog is for life, not for 
Christmas.” 

Yet in true Disney fashion, expect a 
blizzard of black spots this holiday 
season as Dal dizziness sweeps the 
country with the image of the dotted 
doggies on everything from under- 
wear to coloring books. 

Expect a lot of puppies, too. 

Chris Jackson, national rescue coor- 
dinator for the Dalmatian Club of 
America, told of a breeder who was 
stopped recently by a stranger while 
walking her Dalmatian outside a 
Maryland shopping center. 

“He had a 7-month-old Dalmatian in 
season and wanted to use her dog to 
breed lots of puppies for the movie,” 
Jackson said. “The stories we are 
hearing are horrible.” 

Jackson predicts her job — finding 
homes for stray, abandoned and 
unwanted dogs around the country — 
will be pretty horrible in about six 
months, when the thrill of a Christmas 
pup has long worn off.

There have been bomb threats and 
court challenges. Someone smeared 
cow dung on the products of corpo- 
rate sponsors. 

A man even set himself on fire, a 
time-honored form of suicide as a 
protest. 

The beauty queens have been under 
tight security during the two weeks of 
preliminary rounds before Saturday’s 
coronation. Grim-faced, khaki-clad 
police officers guard their hotel, 


shielding the women from protestors, 


who say the contest violates Indian 
culture, dehumanizes women and 
wastes resources in one of the world’s 
poorest countries. 

Opponents lost a lawsuit this week 
when a judge refused to ban the 
pageant. But they won another 
Thursday, when a judge ruled that the 
pageant ball couldn’t be held at an 
Air Force training center for fear of 
giving the appearance of state spon- 
sorship.
